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DECISION ON PETITION 
FOR SECOND SUSPENSION 
OF ACTION UNDER 
37 CFR 1.103 (a) 


This letter is responsive to the petition to suspend action under 37 CFR 1.103(a) 
received on November 28, 2001 . 

The petition for suspension of action under 37 CFR 1.103(a) is GRANTED. 

A petition to suspend action for six months pending the resolution of ongoing litigation 
was filed on November 15, 2000. That petition was granted on December 22, 2000. A 
second petition to suspend action for a period of six months for the same reason was 
filed on May 15, 2001 . That petition was granted on May 30, 2001 . Applicant again 
requests suspension of action for a period of six months, pending resolution of ongoing 
litigation. 

Since the resolution of the litigation has not yet been reached, the issues which caused 
the original suspension remain. Therefore, applicant's request for an additional period 
of suspension of six months is reasonable and is GRANTED.
